I  will  now  give  it,  though  uot  in  the 
broken  Eagliah  to  which  it  owed  half  its 
atlraciiuu  from  tho  lips  of  the  original  nar¬ 
rator  :  x 

There  was  once  a  good,  and  pious,  and 
beau tifrd  young  man  named  Hop  Hi.  He 
hod  a  big  boot,  and  ti  little  Louse  ou  a  small 
i.ilnmd  in  the  river,  where  he  raisod  ducks 
and  geese,  and  enught  fish.
